U.S. Troops Meet 'Stiff Red Resistance 
Fight Rages 
Near 38th as 
Enemy Braces 


Gen. MacArthur 
Clamps Censorship 
On Combat Front 


TOKYO — (AP)—United 
States troops battling north- 
east of Hongchon on the cen- 
tral Korean front today ran 
into "very stiff" Communist 
resistance. 


Red troops fighting from 


well dug-in hill positions, 
hurled back an American bat- 
talion after a day-long fight. 


In Tokyo Gen. MacArthur 


ordered a news blackout on 
the distance to a certain line 
on the Korean peninsula. 


(Correspondents were not 


allowed to say specifically 
what this line is, but it ob- 
viously refers to the political- 
ly important Parallel 38.) 


It is one of the most rigid news 


restrictions placed on correspond- 
ents since the war began. 


The U. S. Eighth army said 


holding elements were on the line 
at 10 scattered points across the 
peninsula. Patrols were known to 
be operating much closer to the 
border. 


In the action northeast of Hong- 


chon, Allied air and artillery at- 
tack failed to knock out the Com- 
munists. 


Commands Junction 


The contested hill commando a 


junction of the road leading north- 
east of Hongchon and a lateral 
road running east. Much, enemy 
activity has been reported on both 
roads during the last two days. 


Elsewhere on the Central front 


Allied troops advanced against in- 
creasing enemy resistance. 


An armored patrol advancing on 


Chunchon met some mortar and 
small arms fire from Chinese rear 
guards. Allied officers said they 
still believe the city will fall with- 
out a fight. Chunchon was once 
the Chinese headquarters in South 
Korea. It is eight miles south of 
the old boundary between North 
and South Korea. 


Meet Heavy Fire 


North of Seoul on the Western 


front American units ran into 
heavy small arms, mortar and 
artillery fire. The resistance was 
south of Uijongbu. The exact lo- 
cation was not given. 


In Seoul itself mines were being 


cleared from the streets and road- 
ways while the rice rations were 
doled out to long lines of civilians. 


Censorship was lifted on the 


capture of the Chungbyong reser- 
voir and power station 15 miles 
northeast of Seoul. They were 
captured intact three days ago.

related. Soon, he was pawning possessions for a "nee- 
dle"—heroin. 


Mrs. X said she then had to give him money for 


drugs.

"Oh, I know it sounds awful," she sobbed. "But 


I talked it over with my husband, and we didn't know 
who to turn to. We thought if we did anything else 
we'd get our child in trouble." 


The son, Paul, now 16, is in jail. 
The story of Mrs. X and her son is one that has 


aroused Baltimore to an all-out battle against drugs. 


Mrs. X tells how she and other worried parents 


tried to do their own investigating.

'Killer' Cook 
Has Mentality 
Of 3-Year-Old 
Psychiatrist Says 
He's Incapable of 
Determining Wrong 


OKLAHOMA CITY, (AP) — A 


psychiatrist testified today that 
accused slayer William E. Cook, 
Jr., had a mentality of child three 
years old 'and was utterly incap- 
able of telling right from wrong. 


Cook, charged with ,the .kidnap- 


ing of the five members of the 
Carl MoSser family of Atwood, 
HI., received a sanity hearing in. 
federal court today. 


Dr Hugh Galbraith, Oklahoma 


City psychiatrist, who was ap- 
pointed by the court to examine 
the 23-year-old Missouri ex-con- 
vict, was the first to testify. 


Galbraith said' that Cook was 


emotionally backward and utterly 
incapable of making plans from 
moment to moment. He said Cook 
was suffering from a disease that 
made him live in a world of his 
own. 


Galbraith said that his examin- 


ation of Cook showed he was in- 
curable of the mental disease. 


"Cook is dangerous to society 


for many years to come," the psy- 
chiatrist told U. S. District Judge 
Stephen Chandler. 


Cook was arrested in Mexico 


Jan. 14—a day before the bullet 
riddled bodies of the Mosser fam- 
ily were found in an abandoned 
mine shaft at Joplin, Mo. 


In a statement. Cook said that 


he kidnaped the Mossers in Okla- 
homa county Dec. 30 and after 
holding them at 
gunpoint 
for 


three days shot them to death. 


Judge Chandler at the begin- 


ning of the hearing, asked Cook 
if he understood the full impor- 
tance of his plea of guilty to the 
kidnap charge which can carry a 
death sentence. 


Then he repeated each of the 


five charges and Cook, almost in- 
audibly, again signified his guilty 
plea. 


Dr. Galbraith was the first of 


seven doctors and psychiatrists to 
be called to the stand.

hospital amputated all the fingers 
of her right hand and parts of 
fingers on her left hand excluding 
the thumb. On March 8, doctors 
removed her legs nine inches be- 
low the knees. 


Mrs. Stevens, 23 year old Negro, 


was found frozen stiff in a South 
Side alley Feb. 8. Her body tem- 
perature was recorded at 64 de- 
gress, about 34 degrees below nor- 
mal. 


She was thawed out slowly at 


room temperatures and made a 
rapid recovery with her tempera- 
ture approaching normal. Doctors 
had hoped that no amputations 
would 
be necessary. 
However, 


damage to muscle tissue caused 
the loss of her legs and death of 
tissues in her hands started a gen- 
eral deterioration of her condition. 


Doctors said they believe no 


further amputations will be neces- 
sary. They started extensive skin 
grafting on her left leg yesterday 
in the first of a series of recon- 
struction surgeries. 


Her condition was described as 


satisfactory.

Coloring Eggs 
For Easter Keeps 
Children Busy 


URBANA— Decorating Easter 


eggs is a fascinating adventure for 
children. The finished products can 
be put into Easter baskets and 
given to friends, or you can plan 
to use the eggs later in favorite 
dishes provided you've kept them 
under proper refrigeration. 


Two dozen hard-cooked eggs 


will make an interesting project 
for several children. The best way 
to cook that many eggs is to place 
them in a large pan and add 
enough cold water to cover by an 
inch. Miss Jane Phillips, food and 
nutrition specialist, University of 
Illinois college of agriculture, says 
to bring the water to simmering 
and simmer 25 to 30 minutes. She 
cautions against letting the water 
boil, since high temperatures give 
eggs a toughened white and a yolk 
with a dull yellow color. 


Cool hard-cooked eggs promptly 


in cold water so that a dark sur- 
face won't form on the yolks. This 
step will also make the eggs easier 
to peel. After they are cool, dry 
them and place in the refrigerator 
until time to color. 


You can share in the egg-color- 


ing fun, or else give the children 
the materials and the directions 
and let them make their own cre- 
ations. Cover the table with news- 
papers. Aprons or dish towels will 
protect clothing from 
accidents. 


For safety's sake, give the chil- 
dren blunt scissors to use if they 
will be doing any cutting, and be 
sure the commercial dyes you give 
them are harmless to taste. 


When the last egg has been dec- 


orated and admired, put them into 
the refrigerator for the bunny to 
find and hide during the night.

Silo Unloading Goes Automatic 
As Electricity Takes on Chore 


By IRA MILLER 


Farm El«ctri/ication Bureau 


Daily climbing of silo ladders to 


pitch ensilage down the chute is an- 
other job which many farmers would 
gladly turn over to someone else. And 


ENSILAGE PITCHING JOB—can 


be automatic these days. 


scores of them are doing just that. 
The "someone else," however, is a 
comparatively new push button "hand" 
called a silo unloader. 


The first homemade devices to de- 


liver ensilage from the silo into feed 
carts appeared on some northern 
Illinois farms several years ago. Con- 
siderably improved since that time, 
unloaders now are being produced by 


a number of different manufacturers. 
Most are operated bj motors of from 
i to 5 horsepower. 


Although research work still is con- 


tinuing on this device, enough prog- 
ress has been made to show that this 
latest electrical application is prac- 
tical. And, that it does save much 
tune and labor. 


Silo unloaders are marketed sepa- 


rately or as a unit in a completely 
automatic silo. The latter includes 
hermetically sealed, glass-lined struc- 
tures—prefabricated at the factory 
and assembled on the farm. In such 
silos, the ensilage is removed from the 
bottom of the chute by an auger 
conveyor. 
Unloaders, which operate in com- 


mon types of silos, are suspended 
from the top of tht structures. They 
consist, mainly, 
of motor-driven 


beams or "collector" arms, to which 
metal scrapers are attached. As the 
beams rotate, the scrapers move the 
ensilage to the center of the silo, 
where a blower or conveyor delivers 
it down the chute into feed carts. The 
mechanism "follows" the ensilage 
down as it is removed from the 
structure. 


Controls, including a time switch 


to govern the time required to deliver 
the amount of ensilage needed, are 
located conveniently at the bottom of 
the chute. Unloaders provide for more 
uniform removal of ensilage and de- 
liver a more granular roughage. 


Unloaders, operated by 3 horse- 


power motors, will use about 3 kilo- 
watt hours ot power during each 20- 
minute operational period.

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Farmers Told to Play 'Long 
PulV in Production Emergency 


- URBANA—Illinois fanners will 
%e better off if they aim for high 
production over the long pull in- 
etead of trying to increase output 
too quickly this year.

by H. C. M. Case, head of agri- 
cultural economics work at the 
University of Illinois. 


Acreage Restrictions Gone 
"Acreage restrictions have been 


removed from 
all 
crops

^951," Case points out, "and the 
USDA production guides call for 
major increases in corn and wheat 
and high production of soybeans. 


"But this does not mean that 


every fanner in the state should 
rush out to increase his corn or 
bean acreage 20 per cent or 10 
per cent or even 5 per cent. In 
face, some farmers will be better 
off to reduce their acreage of 
these crops." 
* Research shows that many Illi- 
nois farmers have even been able 
to double their per acre grain 
yields and increase total grain 
production on their farms by de- 
creasing the 
acreage in grain 


crops and increasing the acreage 
In legumes and grass crops. 


Long Emergency Seen 


Case emphasized that the pres- 


ent emergency with its demand 
*for high farm production may last 
Tive or ten years or even longer. 
It would be a mistake, he said, 
to sacrifice long-time high produc- 
tion for short-run increases. 


Th« per acre yield of a crop 


over a period of years is Just as 
important as the number of acres 
in that crop. Years of research 
at the college of agriculture prove 
that fact, he said. 


Farmers Have Obligation 


"Every farmer has an oppor- 


tunity—and an obligation—right 
now to plan each acre of his farm 
for the highest total return over 
a period of years. 


'This means adjusting its use 


to its productive capacities. 
It 


means testing the soil to deter- 
mine mineral needs, and applying 
the needed minerals. 
It means 


using sound rotations which in- 
clude adequate legumes and grass- 
es both for livestock production 
and for soil building and main- 
tenance . 


Erosion Control Needed 


"It also means controlling- ero- 


sion and water runoff through 
good drainage, 
strip 
cropping, 


contour planting and other physi- 
cal measures. And it means ad- 
justing livestock production to fit 
the supply of feed produced on 
the farm. 


"These 
recommendations for 


sound planning and wise land use 
have been repeated many times 
by staff members of the college 
of agriculture," Case said. "But 
there is need now to repeat them 
again if we are to avoid danger- 
ous overemphasis on increases in 
acres rather than bushels of grain 
crops."

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Johnston Views Farm Parity 
Prices as Barrier to Controls; 
Recommends Revisions to HST 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Kco- 


nomic Stabilizer 
Eric Johnston 


wants a sizeable kit of new anti- 
inflation powers including several 
changes in pricing provisions of 
the Defense Production Act, in- 
formed officials said today. 


Although Johnston believes the 


basic remedy is to reduce buying 
demand through higher taxes and 
stiffer credit controls, he has 
sent a sheaf of recommendations 
on price and black market controls 
to Charles E. Wilson, mobilization 
director. 


Some are expected to show up in 


a presidential message to congress 
next month on extension of the 
mobilization law due to expire 
June 30. 


Because the final decision be- 


longs to President Truman, John- 
ston has not made his views public 
but informed officials said it is 
"safe to assume" he has requested 
these changes: 


Revision of the parity provisions 


which restrict food price control; 
some federal subsidies to absorb 
cost increases: broader power to 
license industries as meat slaugh- 
terers are now licensed; and a 
year's extension of rent control, 
written into the mobilization act. 


To Key West 


Johnston was in Key West to- 


day, conferring with Mr. Truman 
on other business—the wage con-

mobilization agencies, has para- 
lyzed the wage stabilization board. 


That Mr. Truman considers the

have power to settle all disputes, 
as labor desires; or stick to wage 
and other money questions only. 


Farm Prices Barrier 


As for the price control pro- 


gram, Johnston is known to be- 
lieve that any efforts to keep the 
cost of living in line are likely 
to be wrecked by the parity pro- 


vision of the defense act. Farm 
prices may not be subjected to 
ceilings, the law provides, until 
they reach parity declared by law 
to be fair to producers and con- 
sumers. Many commodities have 
not yet done so. 


Whether Mr. Truman ultimately 


would recommend a revision in the 


face of certain opposition from 
farm spokesmen, was considered 
uncertain. 


Favors Subsidies 


Johnston also is understood to

spring day. 
When you put on your new Easter bonnet and other 


spring finery you are perpetuating one of the oldest tradi- 
tions of Christendom—the donning of white robes by the 
newly baptised. 
Your children may wake up early to surprise you—an 


ancient custom—and they'll hunt for Easter eggs—primi- 
tive symbols of the-germinating Me of early spring. You 11 
tell them the eggs were laid by the Easter rabbit—a pagan 
emblem of fertility.

In fact the very name of Easter is pagan—an old Anglo- 


Saxon word that derived from Eostre, a Teutonic goddess of 
the rising light of day and spring. 
The Easter egg remains the most universal symbol of 


the day. It seems to have had its origin in the fact that 
eggs were forbidden during Lent.* When they were brought 
to the festival table on Easter Day, they were colored red 
to represent Easter joy.

Troublesome Warts Can 
Be Cured in Most Cases 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


We have already noted that the 


number of cards in your hand and 
your position at the table are of 
great importance 
in an early 


freeze. The more cards you have 
the better your chance to get the 
pack; the fewer cards, the less 
chance. 
When you have only a 


few cards, however, your disad- 
vantage is lessened if the player 
at your left also has a reduced 
hand. 


When the number of cards and 


position at the table are fairly 
equal, the most important ques- 
tion is: How many safe discards 
can our side find, and how many 
discards can the opponent find? 


For example, suppose each side 


has melded and that each player 
has eight cards in hia hand. Your 
side has melded only three aces 
and three kings. The opponents 
have melded three kings, three 
queens, three jacks, and three tens. 
At this point the discard pile be- 
comes frozen. Which side has the 
advantage? 


Your side is much better off. It 


is usually safer to discard cards 
than to match the enemy's melds 
(when the pack is frozen) than 
cards that haven't yet been meld- 
ed. For example, when a player 
melds three queens, he is not like- 
ly to hold two more queens in his 
hand. If you discard a queen to 
him in a frozen pack, he probably 
cannot pick it up. 


If the other opponent has meld- 


ed queen*, it may not be quite so 
safe for you to discard a queen. 
The player who follows you may 
have held a pair of queens in his 
hand instead of adding them to 
his partner's meld. 


However, even the best opponents 


everything in their hands count 
against them. 
In other words, 


they do not need a canasta to get 
credit for their melds.

But 
warts, because they are so com- 
mon and because their behavior is

been, and are now, a subject which 
is fascinating to discuss. 


Four different kinds of warts 


are recognized, though it is pos- 
sible that they all have the same 
cause. In the past there have been 
many extraordinary guesses about 
the cause: punishment for some 
sin committed, contact with toads, 
lizards or some other living organ- 
Ism, and many others. Today it is 
believed that warts are caused by 
one or more viruses which are 
tiny living organisms too small to 
see under the ordinary micro- 
scope. 


Warts often appear with grea' 


rapidity—and they frequnetly dis 
appear equally fast—with or with 
out treatment of any kind. It is 
not hard to understand why they 
may come fast, and if caused by a 
virus, how they can be spread 
from one place to another by rub- 
bing or scratching. But it is diffi- 
cult to 
understand 
why 
they 


should disappear so easily and for 
such apparently strange, if any, 
reasons. 


It is this business of treatment 


that lends fascination to the dis 
cussion of warts. So far as I know 
there is no other condition known 
to medical science which can be so 
successfully treated by ao many 


medicines given by mouth or in- 
ection. They go away after any 
one of a large number of local 
applications, after X-ray, after 
burning with an electric needle.

Most surprising of all, many 


phyisicans 
have 
succeeded 
in 


making warts disappear by mental 
suggestion of various sorts. Per- 
haps the answer to all this Is that 
a lot of them go away without any 
treatment at all. 


This does, not mean that all 


warts should be neglected and ig- 
nored. 
Some should be treated 


for cosmetic reasons or because 
they are being spread to other 
parts of the body. Some, like the 
plantar wart which comes on the 
padded part of the feet, may cause 
a lot of trouble if not treated 
early. 


At any rate, with all the treat- 


ments available, those who have 
troublesome warts can almost al- 
ways count on getting rid of them 
if they want to.

Peeler Claims White House Secretary Owes No Apology 


on Mink Coat Episode Because of Eleanor 


Roosevelt's Presents

There is great indignation over the receipt by Mrs. Merl Young, 


a secretary employed in the White House, of an unusual mink coat, 
of a shade described as natural royal pastel, which appears to have 


come to her in a sort of double-play. According 
to testimony taken by the Fulbright committee, 
this coat was paid for by Joseph H. Rosenbaum, 
a lawyer, who is alleged to have boasted that he 
had two members of the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation in his hip pocket, but given to Mi£

Took Weeks of Hearings But 
Actually Doesn't Mean Much 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Fly-| 


paper is as slick aa a skating rink 
compared with what the English 
language can do to the senate— 
sometimes. This is one of' the 
times. 


For sheer confusion, nothing can 


beat the present predicament of 
the lawmakers. Twenty-four of 
them took weeks to decide what 
they wanted to say on the troops- 
for-Europe issue. 


And when they finally said it 


they got so tangled 
in 
the 


language that now no one, in- 
cluding them, can say for sure 
what they had in mind. Before 
looking at the jam they're in, 
here's a sort background. 


There were cries of protest, par- 


ticularly from Republicans, and 
most particularly from Senators 
Taft of Ohio and Wherry of Ne- 
braska, when President Truman 
made it known that: 


He wanted to send four divisions 


to Europe to help build up our 
allies' army there, under the terms 
of the North Atlantic pact, which 
we approved, and in which Article 
3 pledged the partners to "mutual 
aid." 


Hold Hearings 


Taft and Wherry protested that 


the president had no constitutional 
right to send troops abroad with- 


out first getting congress' ap- 
proval. Truman said that as com- 
mander-in-chief he had the right. 


Two of the most powerful senate 


committees—foreign relations and 
armed services—sat down jointly 
to hold hearings on this and teli 
the senate what they thought. 
Last week they okayed a "resolu- 
tion" which approved sending the 
four divisions but, in Section 6, 
said: 


"It is the sense of the senate 


that, in the interests of sound con- 
stitutional processes . . . congres- 
sional approval should be obtain- 
ed" before any more troops were 
sent All 24 members of the two 
committees who considered the 
resolution signed it. But what does 
it mean? 


It says Truman "should" get 


approval
